May Be Left on Unrestrict- 


ed Free List With Live 
Stock and Meats—Wool 
and Sugar Items Adopted 
By Large Vote. 


Washington, June 26—Opposition 


to the recommendation of the sen- 
ate finance committee majority for a 
countervailing 
duty on wheat and 


flour waa afoot today when the dem- 
ocratic caucus resumed work on the 
tariff bill. 


The question was thought to have 


been determined finally in the cau- 
cus two days ago, but late yesterday 
It was brought up and there now is 
a sentiment to abandon the counter- 
vailing duty, leaving wheat and flour 
on the unrestricted 
free 
list with 
livestock and meats. 
Opponents of the 
countervailing 
duty contend there is no necessity 
for a retaliatory tariff on any agri- 
cultural products if they are to be 
free listed. It is argued that if any 
tree listed agricultural products are 
to be restricted, all should be. 
Free wool and free sugar rounded 
the turn into the legislative home 
stretch neck and neck in the Senate 
Democratic caucus. But hard jumps 
are still ahead. 
The caucus vote 
showed an alliance of five wool and 
sugar Senators. 


The caucus probably will attempt 


_to bind three senators with a spec- 
ial'rule of allegiance, but both sen- 
ators from Louisiana, who will not 
Cbide by the caucus action, arc- de- 
claring they will carry the fight to 
the floor of the senate. 
The alliance of five, voting with 


the Republicans could 
defeat the 
president's two pet items in the tariff 
bill. 


Th« caucus adopted the wool and 
sugar items of the bill by the over- 
whelming votes of 40 to 6 and 41 to 
6, respectively. 
But the ballot re- 
vealed a group of five senators who 
voted for a tariff duty in both cases. 
They were 
Senators 
Newlands of 


Nevada, 
Randell and 
Thornton of 
Louisiana, Shafroth of Colorado and 
Walsh of Montana. 


Newlands represents a state pro- 


ducing both sugar and wool; Rans- 
dell, Thornton and Shafroth are su- 
gar men and Walsh wants a duty on 
wool. Senator Hitchcock of Nebras- 
ka voted with the alliance against 
the sugar schedule, 
while Senator 


Chamberlain of Oregon, joined with 
them against^ free wool. 


Senator Atlee 
M. Pomerene, of 


Ohio, surprised the caucus by mak- 
ing a yigorous speech against 
the 


free listing of both items. 
But the 


Ohio senator, prefacing his remarks, 
proclaimed 
his submission 
to the 


wishes of President Wilson, as, he 
said, the Finance 
committee had 


surrendered to him. He said the bill 
would suit him better if the present 
sugar tariff had beeen reduced from 
33 to 5 per cent 
and a raw 
wool 


duty of about 15 per cent ad valor- 
em. "But," he explained, "if given 
no other alternative, I prefer free 
sugar and free wool to the present 
rates on these commodities "

burled In m hillside, now tieur tbe cen- 
ter of Fort Pierre, by French explor- 
ers in 1742 bus been unearthed by 
schoolgirls here. 


Thus utter 170 years was recovered 


the memorial of one of the most Inter- 
esting aud significant facts in the his- 
tory of tbe west—namely, the claiming 
of the region for France and definitely 
determining the point where Chevalier 
de la Verendrye and his comrades 
reached tbe Missouri on theli return 
from the west 


About thirty-three years before the 


Revolutionary war Pierre Gauthler 
(Chevalier de la Verendrye), accom- 
panied by his younger brother, Fran- 
cois, and two other Frenchmen—St 
Louis of Loudette and A. Micett— left 
Fort la Reiue. on the Assinlbolne river, 
lu Canada, a short distance below the 
mouth of Mouse river. 


They were charged with orders from 


the governor of Canada, Marquis de 
Beauharnals, to discover the sea of the 
west, beyond the Mandans, according 
to the reports of the savages. 


The explorers departed from Fort la 


Relne April 29, 1742. They returned 
July 2, 174& Verendrye waa twenty- 
nine years old at the time of tbe ad- 
venture. The party reached the Man- 
dan villages located near tbe mouth 
of the Heart river, in North Dakota. 
May 10, 1742. 


They departed from there July 23 


and proceeded in a southwesterly direc- 
tion until Feb. 9, 1743, when they 
turned their course southeasterly and 
reached tbe Missouri river at Fort 
Pierre March 19, 1743. They left Fort 
Pierre April 2, arrived at the Mandan 
villages May 1 and reached Port la 
Heine on July 2. 


While at Fort Pierre, which marked 


the southernmost part of the Journey, 
Chevalier de la Verendrye formally 
took possession. In his Journal of the 
trip, addressed to M. le Marquis de 
Bauharnals, Verendrye said: 


"I placed on an eminence near the 


fort a tablet of lead, with the arms 
and Inscriptions of the king, and a 
pyramid of stones for M. le General 
I said to the savages, who did not 
know of the tablet of lead that I had 
placed in the earth, that t was placing 
these stones as a memorial of those 
who had come to tbeir country." 


When he and his companions depart- 


ed for Fort la Reine the only lasting 
evidence of their visit was the pile of 
stones on the crest of a bill near the 
Indian village and the tablet of lead 
buried there, unknown to any one save 
Verendrye

by Dr. Alexis Currel of tbe Rockefeller 
Institute For Medical Research, New 
York, at bin first official lecture at tln> 
Paul Beaujou hospital. 


Dr. Carrel announced that he was 


now able to operate in tbe cbest cavity 
with as much ease und safety a« in the 
abdomen. "It la now a simple cut," be 
said, "and we opeii tbe thorax and op- 
erate upon the lungs, heart and aorta 
as we treat the kidneys and tbe intes- 
tines. 
We now know also Just how 


much tbe brain, the spinal cord and tbe 
heart can stand as regards tbe tempo- 
rary anaesthetics required by opera- 
tions. 


"The heart suffers very little from 


interrupted circulation as long as care 
is taken that It baa enough oxygen, 
and it may be stopped for five or even 
ten minutes without danger, while in 
the spinal marrow the circulation may 
be stopped as long as twenty minutes. 


"For tbe brain, however, four min- 


utes la the limit of safety, and after 
five it is very difficult to restore normal 
conditions." 


A huge field of work remained, he 


said in conclusion, to be done as re- 
gards operations upon the human 
heart, and the study of these was of 
tbe greatest possible importance. This 
was especially true of surgery for 
aneurisms and the shrinking of the 
aorta or pulmonary arteries.

MAY BE A BONANZA 


Indications That Upper Hayes 


River Is Rich In Gold. 


Edmonton. Alberta. — George Gardi- 


ner of Ottawa Is In Edmonton outfit- 
ting for a trek over the trail of ro- 
mance to the Upper Hayes river dis- 
trict to prospect a gold claim located 
by a man be believes to have been his 
uncle on the bank of the Peace river 
In 1898, during the rush to the Yukon, 
when this city was made the starting 
point of the overland trail to the Klon- 
dike. 
The story told here by Gardiner la 


that during the Klondike rush three 
prospectors went Into the Hayes river 
country, which, except for a small part 
along the river near Vermilion, is un- 
explored. One of the party was found 
on the river bank a year afterward. 
The man was emaciated and lived only 
a few hours, but In his last few min- 
utes of life told of a fight with Indians, 
who killed his two companions. 
He 


bad in his possession samples of the 
richest gold. It could have been pro- 
cured In no other place, so it may be 
that that unexplored territory Is rich 
in the yellow metal. 


Though tbe hinterland has been ex- 


plored to points within the arctic cir- 
cle, the Upper Hayes river country 
still remains a vast unknown stretch. 
Remarking upon tbe fact, an old timer 
In the north country said he had never 
known of a white man getting far into 
that part of the country. 


From 
Edmonton to Peace river 


crossing by way of Athabasca Is 400 
miles, and outside of about a fifty 
mile etretch beyond Peace rivet cross- 
Ing and the Upper Hayes still lies a 
great unexplored land of rolling and, 
so far as Is known, open country 
It 


is Inhabited by the Dog Ribs tribe of 
Indians. 
The territory runs clear 


through to the mountains on the Brit- 
ish Columbia side, and it is supposed 
that a large number of "bad Indians" 
have settled In there. 


POLITICAL FEUD 


OFFICIALLY ENDS 


Columbia, 8. C.—When United State* 


Senator Benjamin Ryan TUlman of 
South Carolina recently consented to 
tbe confirmation by the seuate of Pres 
Ident Wilson's appointment of William 
E. GonBales, editor of the Columbia 
(8. C.) State, as minister to Cuba a fa- 
mous political and personal feud of 
twenty-four years' standing in South 
Carolina came to 1111 official end. The 
Tillnian and Gonzales families have 
been bitter enemies, and the Palmetto 
State has been tbe scene of many heat- 
ed battles fought by able leaders ou 
both sides. On one occasion the differ 
eucefi were augmented by bloodshed. 


The 
Gonsale* brothers—three of 


them—were exponents of views of 
the old aristocratic element—the ex- 
slave owners and wealthy planters who 
could trace their ancestors back bun 
dreds of years and who composed tbe 
society element and the financial back- 
bone of the state. Senator Tlllman in 
his vigorous and stirring campaign for 
governor of South Carolina in the ear- 
ly nineties was victorious over this op 
position. He was elected United States 
senator and has served his state in this 
capacity for the past sixteen years. 


James Tillman, a nephew of the sen 


ator, was elected lieutenant governor 
Later he was a candidate for governor. 
The Gonzales' fight on the Tlllmans 
had never let up—many stinging and 
rebuking editorials were published In 
their paper. James Tillman was de- 
feated. 
Shortly after the election he 


met N. 6. Gonzales, at that time edl 
tor of the paper, on the streets of 
Columbia and shot him dead. He sub- 
sequently was acquitted. A monument 
now stands in Columbia honoring the 
memory of N. G. Gonzales. On this It 
Is recorded that Gonzales was "mur 
dered" near the spot where the monn 
ment stands. 


Jim Tillman, as he was generally 


known, was later retired from politics. 
He became ill with tuberculosis. 
The 


climate of the west failed to cause an 
Improvement in his condition, and he 
returned to his native state. In the 
meantime he had quarreled with bis 
uncle, and the breach was an open one. 
The last days of Jim TlJlraan were 
spent In a lonely little cottage at Ashe- 
vllle, N. C., and he died there about 
a year ago. 


The bitter campaign of 1912 against 


Cole L. Blease come on In South Caro- 
lina in August, 1912 
For the first 


time Tillman and Gonzales were on 
the same side, both favoring the elec- 
tion of the opponent of Blease. This 
tended to bring the two factions on 
closer terms 
The fact that Senator 


Tillman permitted the senate to con- 
firm the appointment of Mr. Gonzalea 
ns minister to Cuba officially ends the 
struggle of twenty years, marked by a 
continual and able fighting on both 
sides and. even by bloodshed
